The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  during  19^5  present  a satisfactory 
picture  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  infant  mortality  rate 
has  again  fallen  to  a figure  of  17*8  whic^h  is  below  the  national 
average.

Fleetwood  is  situated  within  the  Fylde  District o Lying  at 
the  mouth  of  the  River  Wyre,  it  is  a seaport  and  market  town.  The 
area  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  Morecambe  Bay,  on  the  west  by  the 
Irish  Sea^  on  the  east  by  the  River  V/yre,  and  on  the  south  by  the 
Urban  District  of  Thornton  Cleveleys. 

Most  of  the  land  is  low-lying;  the  subsoil  varies  from 
sand  and  gravel  near  the  coast  to  heavy  marl.  The  principal 
industry  is  Deep  Sea  Fishing,  v/ith  its  contingent  industries:  it 
is  also  a seaside  resort  of  considerable  importance. 

The  area  of  the  Fleetwood  Sanitary  District  is  6,28o  statute 
acres.  The  Borough  is  divided  into  six  wards,  the  area  of  which  are

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  402, 
but  deducting  149  deaths  of  persons  not  usually  resident  in  this 
district,  and  adding  II3  deaths  of  residents  which  occurred  in 
other  districts,  the  corrected  number  is  3^6. 

This  gives  a crude  death-rate  of  12.8  per  1,000  of  the 
population  compared  with  12.8  in  1964.  The  adjusted  death-rate 
being  15*2. 

The  death-rate  of  the  deaths  actually  occurring  in  the 
district,  viz.,  402  was  l4.1  per  1,000.

The  number  of  cases  receiving  sanatorium  treatment  during 
the  year  was  19* 

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  is  satisfactory. 

RESPIRATORY  ORGANS 

The  deaths  numbered  27-,  giving  a death-rate  of  0.9  and 
include  those  from  bronchitis  (1?)  and  pneumonia  (8). 

ORGANIC  HEART  DISEASE 

One  hundred  and  forty  five  deaths,  giving  a death-rate 
of  5*0  per  1,000. 

MALIGNANT  DISEASE  (CANCER) 

There  were  65  deaths  from  cancer  (32  males,  31  females), 
giving  a rate  of  2.25  per  1,000. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Visits  to  the  number  of  95  were  made  to  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  during  the  year,  4 school  notices  and 
certificates  were  issued. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  as  in  previous  years 
by  spraying  and  fumigating  the  infected  rooms  with  formalin  and 
treating  infected  bedding  and  clothing  by  vapour  gas  at  the  Town’s 
Depot.  The  vapour  gas  disinfector  is  also  available  for  treating 
infected  or  verminous  clothes,  beds,  etc.,  from  the  ships  whilst 
in  the  docks. 

During  the  year,  477  rooms  and  II8  articles  were  disinfected, 
122  articles  were  destroyed.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  and  Cleansing  Department. 

During  I965v  the  detailed  inspections  under  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  I963  were  started  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
satisfactory  progress  had  been  made.  On  the  whole,  no  great  difficulties 
in  administering  this  new  Act  have  been  experienced  but  it  is  clear 
that  a great  many  accidents  are  not  being  reported. 

A detailed  survey  of  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation  was  completed 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  a 
survey  of  factories  was  commenced  along  with  the  compiling  of  a new 
factory  register. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  tipping  of  refuse  at  the  Broadwater 
refuse  tip  was  completed  and  all  tipping  operations  were  transferred 
to  the  new  tipping  site  on  Fleetwood  Marsh.  The  Broadwater  tip  had 
been  in  use  for  16  years  and,  during  this  time,  33  acres  of  land 
had  been  reclaimed  and  made  available  for  development. 

The  steady  development  on  the  West  side  of  the  town  on  the 
Larkholme  Estate  has  increased  the“amount  of  work  to  be  carried 
out  by  the  Cleansing  staff.  The  Department  has  been  able  to  absorb 
this  additional  work  and  reference  is  made  to  this  in  the  report. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year  and  the  department 
was  fortunate  in  being  once  again  able  to  maintain  a full  staff.  I 
am  grateful  for  the  help  and  for  the  loyal  co-operation  of  the 
technical  and  clerical  staff  during  the  year. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  for  their  interest, 
help  and  guidance.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  in  the  Borough  is  provided  by  the  Fylde 
Water  Board.  The  sources  of  the  water  are  the  Grizedale  and  Stocks 
reservoirs  and  the  supplies  from  these  reservoirs  is  augmented  by 
boreholes  at  Gars tang  and  Broughton.  The  water  is  highly  potable 
and  the  average  PoHc  value  during  the  year  was  7.3«> 

Samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the 
Fylde  V/ater  Board  and  the  Health  Department,  these  samples  show 
that  the  water  supply  is  most  satisfactory.

SWIMMING  BATH  WATER 

The  water  for  the  Marine  Pool  is  pumped  in  direct  from  the 
sea  and  subjected  to  continuous  filtration  by  mechanical  filters 
and  chlorination.  Regular  tests  were  made  during  the  summer  season 
to  ensure  that  the  amount  of  free  chlorine  was  being  maintained  at 
a satisfactory  level  and, in  addition,  a total  of  I8  samples  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  results  of  these 
samples  were  as  follows:-

DRAINAGE  AMD  SEWERAGE 

All  premises  within  the  Borough  are  drained  by  water 
carriage  and  the  district  is  well  provided  with  sewers.  Sewage  is 
carried  by  gravitation  except  for  the  Rossall  area  and  a small  area 
in  Radcliffe  Road  both  of  which  have  to  be  pumped.  There  are  pumping 
stations  at  Rossall  Square,  Rossall  School,  Rossall  Beach  and  V/yre 
Street.  In  recent  years  the  pump  capacities  have  been  increased  and 
this  has  practically  eliminated  the  possibility  of  sewers  surcharging. 
Sewage  is  finally  discharged  into  the  sea  via  the  modern  pumping 
station  on  the  West  side.

It  will  be  noticed  that  lighting  and  heating  of  premises 
figures  high  in  the  list  of  contraventiones  observed. 

The  notification  of  Accidents,  required  under  the  Act,  is 
apparently  not  being  generally  observed,  only  four  accident  report 
forms  were  received  during  the  year,  and  of  these  only  two  related 
to  cases  where  the  injured  person  was  absent  from  work  for  over 
three  days* 

SPECIAL  REPOPT  ON  LIGHTING  STANDARDS 

During  the  year  a special  report  on  lighting  standards  was 
prepared  for  submission  to  HoMo  Inspector  of  Factories  and  for  the 
purposes  of  this  report  special  attention  v/as  paid  to  lighting  of 
premises  during  the  month  of  November. 

As  a general  guide  it  was  decided  at  the  outset  to  recommend 
a minimum  of  10  lumens  on  working  surfaces,  no  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  achieving  this  standard.  No  instances  of  excessive 
glare  were  found. 

The  general  lighting  standards  in  offices  and  shops  are 
fairly  reasonable  but  artificial  lighting  of  passages  and  store- 
rooms in  both  shops  and  offices  tends  to  be  low.  Modem  supermarkets 
and  newly  built  or  modernised  offices  usually  had  a very  high 
standard  of  artificial  lighting.  Unsatisfactory  lighting  was  most 
frequently  found  in  the  older  type  of  shops.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  steady  expansion  which  is  now  talcing  place  on  the  West  Side 
has  correspondingly  made  steadily  increasing  demands  on  the  refuse 
collection  service « The  department  has  been  able  to  absorb  the 
additional  load  howevero  This  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
acquisition  of  a continuous  loading  refuse  collection  vehicle,  the 
introduction  of  the  bulk  refuse  container  system  and  the  ready  and 
willing  co-operation  of  the  refuse  collectors  and  drivers  who  have 
quickly  adapted  themselves  to  the  new  equipment. 

The  bulk  refuse  container  system  was  introduced  in  April  in 
suitable  premises  such  as  caravan  sites,  hotels,  schools  etc-  and 
at  the  peak  periods  of  the  year,  approximately  150  bulk  containers 
were  being  emptied  weekly. 

During  the  year  the  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has 
been  maintained,  including  Bank  Holiday  weeks.  A new  system  of 
charging  for  additional  collections  of  refuse  was  introduced  during 
the  year a

STREET  CLEANSING 

The  methods  of  street  sweeping  employed  are  hand  sweeping  in 
conjunction  with  pedestrian  controlled  electric  street  orderly  trucks 
and  mechanical  street  sweeping  with  a mechanical  sweeper^ 

Litter  still  continues  to  be  a problem,  particularly  in  the 
shopping  centres « One  would  like  to  think  that  the  amount  of  publicity 
given  to  the  litter  problem  would  have  had  some  effect  on  the  younger 
generation  at  least,  but  the  position  does  not  improve.  It  is  most 
discouraging  to  note  the  amount  of  litter  caused  by  children  coming 
from  the  sweet  shops  in  the  small  shopping  centres o The  litter  bins 
placed  at  these  shopping  centres  are  rarely  used  and,  during  the  course 
of  the  year,  many  of  these  litter  bins  were  damaged, by  vandals,  beyond 
repair. 

The  new  roads  on  the  Larkholme  estate  add  additional  mileage 
to  be  sv/ept  by  the  department,  the  mechanical  sweeper  has  proved  to 
be  a most  valuable  asset  in  this  respect. 

GULLY  EMPTYING 

Street  gullies  are  cleaned  by  a vacuum  gully  emptier.  The 
number  of  Street  gullies  cleaned  was  17,076.

The  port  is  one  of  the  country's  leading  fishing  ports, 
large  quantities  of  fish  are  landed  daily  and  all  fish  is 
inspected  after  landing.  The  Port  Health  Inspector’s  time  is 
largely  taken  up  with  this  important  work.  A good  si)irit  of 
co-operation  has  been  built  up  between  the  fishing  industry  and 
this  department  and,  as  a result,  on  no  occasion  was  it  necessary 
to  make  application  for  a warrant  or  an  order  from  a Justice  in 
order  to  enforce  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations.
